If the library has any Ford records relating to his FBI connections I think you 
should get then and compare them with what I've duplicated from my FBIHu records* I am 
pretty sure x have clippings covering the FBI's 1977-8 general releases and think you 
should check the NY Times index on it for juicy quotes, long since forgotten. 

When you've done all you can you nay want to consider making a FOIA request of the 
FBI for its records, including but not limited to those classified as 94. Research Matters, 
where they fold DeLoach's lobbying, blackmail, etc., and what they have on the media* 

If you' 'e forgotten Ford was DeLoach's informer inside the Ckuuoission, t^ere are 
a few Hoover' 'notes on this and somehow the FBI had the content of the 1.11.64 ex. sess* 
of which no transcript, supposedly, existed* liy recollection is that Ford was not at 
that session* ^Post Mortem, pp* 475 ff«)
